And it may , perhaps, not be improper 
for me to say that if the judge who is 
prostrated by sickness were here, it 
would be a great pleasure to him to ex ­ 
press to y ou his gratitude for the accom­ 
modation which y ou have ex tended to 
him, and for the assistance y ou have 
rendered him, and to the rest of us, by 
so kindly coming here and holding this 
week of court: and for my self, as Presi­ 
dent of the Bar Association of this coun­ 
ty , I will say further, that we regret very 
much that it has been so decreed by cir­ 
cumstances that we cannot longer have 
y ou with us and have y ou preside over 
our couit.

I became satisfied that he would 
prefer coming here |o going to Wood- 
stock nex t week; and he has so ex pressed 
himself in his letter which I received 
to-day . 
I cannot ex press what I feel 
towards the members of the bar here for 
their kindness and cour’esy towards me, 
and particularly for this kind testimonial.

The Dean of 
tho engineering department, Mr. Lan- 
dreth, has issued circulars announcing 
that a class in highway construction is 
to bo opened frco of charge to ono 
principal or deputy highway commiss­ 
ioner or other official from each county , 
the beneficiary to b i appointed by th« 
County Judge. 
The course of instruc­ 
tion will extend from February 1 to 
April t and will consist of lectures and 
work on the economical location of 
highway s to conform to conditions of 
topography and traffic, principles of 
construction of now and reconstruction 
of old roads, mothods of drainage, 
simplo highway structures, retaining 
walls, culverts, simple bridges; also 
praetico in field sk etching, platting, 
draughting, and computing estimates ol 
cost. 
Tuition in manual technology u4 
the Vanderbilt is free to all students; 
and now tho opening of the class in 
road engineering to public officials 
charged with oversight of the highway s 
is a step that is highly to be com- 
mended. 
The offer is not restricted to 
State lines, but limited only by the 
capacity of tho institution. 
The ques­ 
tion of improved public roads is one of 
tho most important in tho entiro realm 
of public economy .

unjustly some one’s character. 
Sup­ 
pose a man in the army of the Potomac 
had recorded daily all his opinions of 
men and events. 
Reading it over now, 
with more light and a juster k nowledge 
of character and of measures, is it not 
probable that he would find it a tissue 
of misconceptions? Few things are 
actually what they seem to-day ; they 
are colored both by misapprehensions 
and by moods. If a man writes a letter 
or mak es report of an occurrence for 
immediate publication, subject to uni­ 
versal criticism, there is some restraint 
on him. 
In his private letter, or diary 
especially , he is apt to set down what 
comes into his head at the moment, 
often without much effort at verifica­ 
tion. — Ha rp er's Ma g a zin e,

Aqirording to Dr, Granville the posi- 
tjUSfn affects sleep. 
A constrained position generally pre­ 
vents repose, while 
a c o m f o r t a b le one 
woos sleep. 
He say s: 
Ly ing Hat on the back , with the 1,mbs 
relaxed, would seem to secure tho 
greatest amount of rest for the muscu­ 
lar sy stem. 
This is tho position assume 1 in tho 
most exhausting di-eases, and it is gen­ 
erally hailed as a tok en of revival when 
a patient voluntarily turns on the side; 
but there are several disadvantages in 
supine posture which impair or em­ 
barrass sleep. 
Thus, in weak ly states of the heart 
and blood vessels, and certain morbid 
conditions of the brain, the blood seems 
to gravitate to the back of the head and 
to produce troublesome dreams. 
In a person who habitually , in their 
gait or work , stoop, there is probably 
some distress consequent on straighten­ 
ing tho spine. 
Those who liavo contracted chests, 
osp *cially persons who liavo had pleu­ 
risy and retain adhesions of the lungs, 
do not sleep well on the back . 
Nearly all who are inclined to snore 
do so in that position, because the soft 
palate and uvula hang on tho tongue, 
and that organ falls back so as to partly 
clos» the top of the w indpipe. 
It is better, therefore, to lie on the 
side, and in tho absence of special dis­ 
eases rendering it desirable to lie on 
the w’eak side, so as to leave the healthy 
lung free to expand, it is well to uso 
the right side, because when tho body 
is thus placed the food gravitates moro 
easily ont of the stomach into tho in­ 
testines, and the weight of tho stomach 
does not compress the upper portion of 
the intestines. 
A glance at any plate of the visceral 
anatomy will show how' this must be. 
Many persons are deaf in ono ear, and 
prefer to lie on 
a particular side; but if 
possible the right sido should 
bo 
chosen. 
Again, sleeping with the arms thrown 
over the head is to bo deprecated; but 
this position is often assumed during 
sleep, because circulation is then free 
in the extremities, and the head and 
neck and muscles of the chest is drawn 
up and fixed by the shoulders, and thus 
the expansion of the thorax is easy . 
The chief objection to those positions 
are that they create a tendency to cramp 
and cold in the arms and sometimes 
seem to cause headaches during sleep 
and dreams. 
These small matters often mak e or 
mar comfort in sleeping. 


A View fro m the Mo o n. 
The truth is, however, that, look ing 
at tho earth from the moon, tho largest 
moving animal, the whale or the ele­ 
phant, would lie utterly bey ond our k en; 
and it is questionable -whether the larg­ 
est ship on the ocean would be visible, 
for the popular idea as to the magnify ­ 
ing power of great telescopes is exagger­ 
ated. 
It is probable that under any 
but extraordinary circumstances our 
lunar observer with our best telescopes 
conld not bring the earth within less 
than an apparent distance of 500 miles; 
and tho reader may judge how large a 
moving object must be to be seen, much 
less recognized, by tho nak ed ey e at 
such a distance. 
Of course, a chief in­ 
terest of the supposition w'e are mak ­ 
ing lieg in tho fact that it will give us a 
measure of our own ability to discover 
evidences of life in the moon, if there 
are any such as exist here; and in this 
point of view it is worth while to repeat 
that scarcely any temporary phenome­ 
non due to human action could be visi­ 
ble from tho moon under the most fav­ 
oring circumstances. 
>. An army such as Napoleon led to Rus­ 
sia might conceivably be visible if 
moved in a dark , solid column across 
the snow. 
It is barely possible that 
such a vessel as one of the largest 
ocean steamships might bo seen under 
very favorable circumstances as a mov­ 
ing dot; and it is even quite probable 
that such a conflagration as the great 
fire of Chicago w'ould be visible in tlio 
lunar telescope, as something lik e a 
reddish star on the night side of our 
planet; but this is all in this sort that 
could be discerned. By mak ing minute 
maps, or, still better, photographs, and 
comparing one y ear wdth another, much, 
however, might have been done by our 
lunar observer during this century . In 
its beginning, in comparison to vast 
forests which then covered the North 
American continent, 
the cultivated 
fields along its Eastern seaboard would 
havo look ed to him lik e a golden fringe 
bordering a broad mantle of green; but 
now he would see that the golden fringe 
has pushed aside the green further 
back than the Mississippi, and would 
gather his best evidence from the fact 
(surely a noteworthy one) that man, as 
represented by tho people of the 
United States, hns changed one of the 
features of his w orld during the pres­ 
ent century to a degree visible in an­ 
other planet*

A Chlna iua n Inv ite* the 
Chrlntla a « o f 
Amt-rlcn to Co me to Co nfucius. 
The No rth America n lieviex e 
prints 
a n a rticle by Wo ng Chin Fo o , a n 
able 
i China ma n, 
entitled 
“ Why a m I a 
; Hea then? ” in which he sa y s: 
! 
“Born and raised a heathen, I learned 
and practiced its moral and religious 
code; and acting thereunder I was use­ 
ful to my self and many others. 
My 
conscience w'as clear, and my hopes as 
to future life were undimmed by dis­ 
tracting doubt. 
But, when about 17, 
I was transferred to the midst of 
our showy Christian civilization, and at 
this impressible period of life Christian­ 
ity presented itself to me at first under 
its most alluring aspects; k ind Christian 
friends became particularly solicit j u s 
for my material and religious welfare, 
and I was only too willing to k now- the 
truth. 
1 had to tak e a good deal for 
granted as to the inspiration of the 
Bible—os is necessary to do—to Chris­ 
tianize a non-Christian mind; and I 
even advanced so far under the spell of 
my would-be soul-savers that 1 seriously 
contemplated becoming the bearer of 
heavenly tidings to my “benighted” 
heathen people. 
But before qualify ing 
for this high mission, the Christian 
doctrine I would teach had to bo 
learned, and hero on the threshold I 
was bewildered by the multiplicity of 
Christian sects, each ono claiming a 
monopoly of the only and narrow road 
to Heaven. 
“We heathens believe in the happi­ 
ness of a common humanity , while tho 
Christian's only practical belief appears 
to 
bo 
money -mak ing 
(goldeu-calf 
worshiping), and there is more money 
to be made by being ‘in tho sw im’ as a 
Christian than by being a heathen. 
Even a Christian preacher mak es more 
money in a y ear than a heathen bank er 
in two. 
I do not blame them for 
money -mak ing, but for their way of 
mak ing it. 
How many eminent Chris­ 
tian preachers sincerely believe in all 
the Christian my steries they preach? 
And y et it is policy to be apparently in 
earnest; in fact, some are in real ear­ 
nest rather from the force of habit than 
otherwise—lik e a Bowery auctioneer 
who, to mak e trade, provides customers* 
too—to k eep up the appearance of a 
rushing business. 
The more converts 
made tho moro profit to the church, 
and the moro wealth in the pock et of 
the dominie. 
How would the hundreds 
of thousands of these Christian minis­ 
ters in the United States mak e their 
living if they did not bulldoze it out of 
the credulous by mak ing the pews be­ 
lieve what the pulpit does not? 
“Call us heathen, if y ou will, the 
Chinese are still superior in social ad­ 
ministration and social order. 
Among 
400,000,000 of Chinese there are fewer 
murders aud robberies in a y ear than 
there arc in New' Y'ork State. 
True, 
China supports a luxurious monarch — 
whose every whim must be gratified; 
y et, withal, its people are the most 
lightly taxed in tho world, having 
nothing to pay but from tilled soil, rice, 
and salt; and y et she lias not a single 
dollar of national debt. 
“Though w'e may differ from the 
Christian in appearance, manners, and 
general ideas of civilization, we do not 
organize into cowardly mobs under tho 
guise of social or political reform to 
plunder and murder with impunity ; 
and w'e are so far advanced in our 
heathenism as to no longer tolerate 
popular feeling or religious prejudice 
to defeat justice or cause injustice. Wo 
are simple enough, too, not to allow the 
neglect or abuse of age, by y outh, howr- 
ever mild tho form. 
‘The silent tears 
of ago will call down the fire of 
Heaven upon those who mak e them 
flow'. ’ 
“There is more wick edness in the 
neighborhood of a single church district 
of 1,000 people in New' York than 
among 1,000,000 heathen, churchless, 
and 
unsermonized. 
Christian 
talk 
is long and loud about how to be good 
and to act charitably . 
It is all charity 
and no 
fateruitv —‘there, dog, tak e 
y our crust and be thank ful!’ 
And 
is it, therefore, any wonder there is 
more heartbreak ing and suicides in the 
single State of Now York in a y ear 
than in all China? The difference be­ 
tween the heathen and the Christian is 
that the heathen does good for tho 
sak e of doing good. 
With the Chris­ 
tian, wliat little good he does he does 
it for immediate honor and for future 
reward; he lends to the Lord and wants 
compound interest. 
In fact, the Chris­ 
tian is the worthy heir of his religions 
ancestors. 
The only positive 
point 
Christians have impressed on heathen­ 
ism is that they would sacrifice religion, 
honor, principle, as they do life, for— 
gold. 
And then they sanctimoniously 
tell the poor heathen: 
‘You must save 
y our soul by believing as we do.’ 
“ ‘Do unto others as y ou wish they 
would do unto y ou,’ or ‘Love y our 
neiglil or as y ourself,’ is the great di­ 
vine law which Christian and heathen 
alik e hold, but which the Christians 
ignore. 
This is wliat k eeps me the 
heathen I am ! 
A n d I earnestly invite 
the Christians of America to come to 
Confucius.”

The realists seem to hav o per­ 
suaded themselv es that they are doing 
in fiction what the Dutch masters did 
in painting. 
It is as if one, perceiv ing 
the great clev erness and fidelity with 
which details are rendered in the 
Dutch paintings, should ignore the 
fact that it is not for these things, but 
for the portrayal of light and of color, 
that the pictures exist. 
When Teniers 
or J an Steen paints the shop of a 
butcher, or a scene of v ulgar debauch­ 
ery in a tav ern where drunken clowns 
assemble, he renders ev erything with a 
literalness which would be dry and 
» rutal realism alone; but these masters 
nev er lost sight of the fact that tho in­ 
tricate delicacies of light and of color 
were the language in which they were 
speaking, and that their art was an ap­ 
peal to tho imagination.

Dying Under the Lash. 
Flogging through the fleet was com­ 
mon in 1800 and before, and even since. 
This was paid of a sentence passed bj 
a court-martial. The launch or long 
boat of a ship to which the offender be­ 
longed was pulled alongside of each 
ship in the fleet and the prisoner re­ 
ceived a doeen lashes from one of her 
boatswains' mates in the presence of 
her officers and crew. Notwithstand­ 
ing the presence of a snrgoon to report 
the ability of a prisoner to endure pun­ 
ishment, many have died tinder the 
lash. 
A single lash has been known to 
kill a man, whereas others have endur­ 
ed six dozen and lived. Old offenders 
who have been frequently under the 
lash, and who have had nerve enough 
to repress their sighs* say that they 
suffer more than those who cry out under 
every lash. 
A hardened drunkard said 
that in resisting his feelings he had 
deranged his vision to such an ex tent 
that he had ever afterward seen the 
skeleton of a dead man near him, grin­ 
ning sometimes in his face. But he fear­ 
ed neither man nor fiend; he probably 
died insane. A young man of education 
and rather delicate build, who was fre­ 
quently flogged for drnnkenness* said 
that when under the lash ho felt as if 
liquid iron were poured down the mar­ 
row of his backbone. 
Yet he would 
get drunk every time he had a chance. 
In the Gloucester, when shaking out 
a reef of the maintopsail, a point be­ 
came foul, in consequence of which the 
sail was torn. 
A man named Morris 
Murphy was held responsible, and the 
captain swore a terrible oath that he 
would flog him within an inch of his 
life. 
Though Murphy was one of the 
strongest men in the ship and as brave 
as he was strong—a man who never 
turned his back upon an enemy—yet the 
captain’s threat threw him into a ner­ 
vous fever, which ended in death. 
Thrice ho was supported to the grat­ 
ing and each timo the surgeon said he 
was not fit to endure punishment, and 
before the fourth flogging day came 
round he hod passed to liis rost and his 
body had been committed to tho deep. 
I was in the habit of writing his letters, 
and when tho ship arrived in England 
I informed his mother of his death and 
directed her how to obtain liis wages. 
Of course tho ca ise of his death was 
not stated. 
11 is mother resided in 
Passage, 
Waterford, 
Ireland. 
In 
that same ship some four or fivo men 
who had slipped ashore without leave 
at Chatham wore flogged the day she 
was paid off. 
There was a story current in tho ship 
that the captain, when a young man, 
had flogged nearly every man in a frig­ 
ate’s ship company. 
His barge’s crew 
bound themselves by oath to give him 
a touch of the cat when paid oil*. They 
waylaid him outsdo of Portsmouth in 
company with his wife and daughter 
in a carriage. 
And while some took 
care of the coachman and gagged the 
women, tho others tied him to a tree 
and flogged him almost to the point of 
death. 
He had a nervous twitching of 
the shoulders while in command of the 
G1 ncester, and this was the way the 
sailors accounted for it.— B o sto n Co m 
-

“ Yes,” said ho, **a druggist who 
mak es a blunder that ccsts a life may as 
well go out of business or move away to 
cscajKi his reputation* 
But, let mo tel 
y ou, such blunders ar© few in proportion 
to the opportunities for mak ing them. 
Tak e my own experience, for instance. 
I made one y ear an average of the num­ 
ber of prescriptions I put up daily during 
that time. 
I found I had averaged forty 
odd per day —call it forty . 
Now that 
foots up about 14,000 for the y ear. 
A 
thoroughly competent prescription clerk 
is able to average five prescriptions each 
hour. 
Of course some prescriptions re­ 
quire a long time to fill, hut others are 
put up very quick ly , so that, if a man 
has them to do, he can average, as I say , 
five per hour, 
“ Well, now, there are over 500 stores 
in New York city employ ing two pre­ 
scription clerk s each. 
That mak es 1,000 
clerk s, and if each averages, say forty 
prescriptions i>er day or 14,000 in a y ear 
the total will be 1,000 times that, or 
about 14,000,000 prescriptions put up in 
this city every y ear. 
The total is more 
than that at the daily average I named, 
but let it stand for round numbers. Yes, 
the umount is large, hut then multiply 
that by 20,000 to cover New York state, 
and I dare swear that with so many 
chances to k ill somebody , there aro fewer 
fatal blunders by druggists than are made 
by the same number of men in any other 
vocation. 
“ But a prescription clerk must not 
only guard himself « gainst blunders liable 
to lje made by himself, as he is frequently 
called upon to save phy sicians from fatal 
or disagreeable errors. 
How? Why , a 
clerk on reading a prescription may find 
that ingredients are disproportioned so 
that if the written order was obey ed 
somebody would soon be a subject for 
burial. 
For instance, a clerk may get a 
prescription for pills with poisonous in­ 
gredients. The phy sician has written the 
proper relative quantities of the drugs, 
put has in haste or heedlessness neglected 
to order how many pills to mak e of the 
compounded mass. 
He has neglected to 
write In his prescription whether the 
compound is to he made into one mighty 
pill or into fifty little ones. 
One of the 
atter might effect a cure, whereas the 
entire mass, if dropped ddwn an unsus­ 
pecting throat, would be about the last 
the patient would ever swallow. 
“ What do we do in such a case? That 
depends upon who the phy sician is and 
what the customer may be. 
If the doc­ 
tor be one whom we k now we may right 
the error, if we are certain as to what 
should be done. 
That is, we may put up 
prescriptions daily for a phy sician, and so 
pecome acquainted with his methods and 
treatments. 
But, if we do not k now the 
doctor, and if the customer is an educated 
person, we say to the customer: ‘Doctor 
So-and-so has doubtless intended differ­ 
ently than he has written here, and we 
think y ou had best go back to him and 
say that y our druggist desires him to see 
the prescription again before it is put up. ’ 
An educated person will at once under­ 
stand that a phy sician, under stress of 
professional anxieties, may have made 
some little slip, and the doctor does 
not suffer. But if the customer be an ig­ 
norant [person the action to be tak en dif­ 
fers. 
We desire not to injure the phy si­ 
cian, but if we were to say to an igno­ 
rant end uneducated customer that his 
doctor had made such blunder in his pre- 
ccriptioa that we could not put it up, 
why the customer would never forgive 
tho medical man, but would out upon 
him as c. quack . 
Yes, I ’ll tell y ou how 
wo do. 
I ’d Bay to that uneducated cus­ 
tomer: ‘Now, sir, one of the ingredients 
in this prescription is very difficult to 
got, and it will require some time—come 
back in three hours, and it will be ready 
for y ou. ’ Then we send the prescription 
at once to tho doctor, who sees the error, 
corrects it, and puts us in shape to go 
ahead. 
But do y ou suppose the doctor 
lik es it? Why , I have saved doctors from 
serious consequences before ~ now, and 
had them fly into a passion at what they 
called impertinent meddling, and advise 
their patients to shun us as incompetents. 
But I have observed that tho suggested 
change is made or the omission te sup­ 
plied before the medicine is prepared. 
Other phy sicians, however, appreciate 
the service rendered them .” 
Then the experienced prescription clerk 
was ask ed if the pasting of one label over 
another was approved by the pharma­ 
ceutical code of ethics, whereupon tho 
E. P. C. grew warm. 
“ A druggist who does that,” said he, 
“ is absolutely lazy . The recognized right 
way is alway s to soak off old labels—re­ 
move them entirely and neatly . 
I have 
in times of great haste scatched off a 
label with my k nife. 
That was slovenly , 
but it was at least right and safe. 
No, 
all druggists do not do it, but thoy should. 
I k now they do not, because I have my ­ 
self soak ed six labels from a bottle brought 
io for a prescription.”—New York Bun. 


Throat of a Singer. 
On an occasion a party of doctors were 
talk ing in the parlor when Parepa Rosa 
came in. 
Dr. Flint said to her, “ We 
have just been discussing whether the 
throats of singers differed in any way 
from the ordinary throat. ’ ’ ‘ « Well, ” she 
replied, “ I have no objection to y our 
mak ing an examination of mine, if y ou 
lik e,” and immediately put herself in the 
hands of the doctors, who thus hod an op­ 
portunity seldom accorded the medical 
fraternity . 
Dr. Flinty who was then en­ 
gaged on his work on phy siology , discov­ 
ered quite a difference In the formation 
of the throat, and afterward mentioned 
the fact in. his book .—New York Com­ 
mercial Advertiser.
